STANDING PAT 


The Alberta legislature will not reduce 
its membership. It said so by a vote of 
47 to 9. Civil servants’ salaries may be 
cut, relief work may be abandoned, even 
the precious indemnity may be trimmed, 
as concessions to the demand for economy; 
but there is not a gesture toward cutting 
down the membership to save money, now 
or in the future. 

At least outside the legislature nobody 
expected a different outcome to the wildly 
heterodox proposal. Reducing the mem- 
bership of a provincial legislature is one of 
the things that is not done. The Alberta 
house stands pat on precedent in that mat- 
ter. The Conservative members, who 
made the suggestion, can hardly have sup- 
posed it would be accepted. It may even 
be doubted that they would want it ac- 
cepted if the working out would mean the 
wiping out of their own constituencies and 
their disappearance from public life. The 
impulse to political suicide is not strong 
among our public representotives. 

Unfortunately the members by the 
Same vote went on record as opposed to 
representation according to population 
and to the establishment of one system 
of election in all constituencies. They 
lilelv to be reminded of this when an 
election comes around.

Alderman Findlay made the sensible 
su7zesiion on Monday evening that coun- 
cil adopt regulations providing that every 
regulariy employed clerk in the city shall 
have Wednesday afternoon off for cievea 
months in the year; leaving the merchants 
at liberty to close their stores or keep 
them open, hire extra help or wait on 
customers themselves. 

No action was taken on this proposa! 
of a way cut of the store-closing muddle, 
but it is to be hoped it will get attention. 
Aside from an agreement satisfactory to 
merchants and clerks, it seems to offer the 
most iikely approach to a solution of this 
perennial problem. If council is to settle 


the matter on its own motion, and not on 
the basis of an agreement between the 


parties concerned, it is in fact about the 
only prospect of an early settlement that 
offers. 

This suggestion has the advantage that 
it is purely defensive. It seeks only to se- 
cure to the clerks the right to a half-day 
per week off, without attempting to dic- 
tate to their employers as to how they 
shall conduct their business. That un- 
doubtedly is the attitude the public take 
toward the half-holiday question, and— 
failing agreement among the merchants 
and clerks themselves—is almost assured- 
ly the course they would approve on the 
part of council. 

FINANCIAL DEPENDENCIES 

The Dominion Government is acting 
banker for Alberta, as it is for Saskatch 
wan, British Columbia, Manitoba, and per- 
haps some of the eastern provinces. 

Up to date this province is in debt to 
the Dominion to the amount of $5,142,000. 
One million of this is money advanced by 
the Dominion against its share of relief 
work not yet completed, and will not have 
to be repaid. Of the balance, the provinces 
has borrowed $1,000,000 to pay its share 
of relief work undertakings, and $3,142,- 
000 to meet obligations falling due in New 
York. 

The latter item will attract attention, 
as it should. It indicates the extent to 
which Alberta taxpayers are being penal- 
ized because provincia! loans have been 
made in the United States and payable in 
United States funds. Hereafter, it seems 
likely, any loans New York may make to 
this province will be payable in Canadian 
money. The same rule should go for loans 
placed there by Alberta municipalities 
also. “Once bitten, twice shy’ is a good 
rule; and we are being bitten “plenty 

While the Dominion Government is to 
be commended for helping this and the 
other provinces in time of trouble, as any 
other Government at Ottawa would have 
done, it is by no means a desirable state 
of affairs that provincia] finance should 
be under domination or dictation of the 
federal authority. There are possibilities 
in a situation of that kind, economic and 
political, that are positively dangerous, 
and the sooner Alberta can again stand on 
its own in financial matters the better.

TO LEND CREDIT IS TO INCUR DEBT 


The Provincial Government is taking 
power to borrow, without further refer- 
ence to the legislature, whatever money it 
may require when it is called upon to 
make good a guarantee that has been given 
to a co-operative society or other organ- 
ization. 

Liberal and Conservative members of 
the legislature objected strongly, on the 
ground that they are opposed to order-in- 
council government. Their objections 
were duly voted down, and hereafter the 
ministers will be able to settle such claims 
promptly and with minimum publicity. The 
legislature will be told about it after the 
money has been borrowed and peid out. 

The moral of the incident is that the 
time to oppose the use of provincial credit 
for such purposes is when guarantees are 
proposed, not after they have been given. 
Once a guarantee is given a provincial 
debt has been incurred. Whether the lia- 
bility is imminent or contingent it is a 
reality, and the province has to pay if the 
enterprise so favored gets into trouble. 
The provincial credit is spent when the 
guarantee is given and the debt created. 
not when the money is borrowed and paid 
out 

The millions of provincial credit that 
have been loaned light-heartedly, to a 
wide variety of enterprises outside gov- 
ernment responsibility, is gone. The re- 
sources of the province are to that extent 
diminished, and its power to borrow upon 
favorable terms for public undertakings 
is correspondingly reduced. The mem- 
bers of the legislature may recognize these 
facts more clearly now that the Govern- 
ment is taking power to translate guaran- 
tees into provincial bonds, which the tax- 
payers must pay, with interest. Future 
proposals to make the province responsible 
for non-government enterprises will, it is 
to be assumed, be scanned with more cau- 
tion.
